Although the Mutual Security Act of 1953 has not yet been enacted, 
and hearings on the appropriation bill have not yot started, I should 
like to review briefly our current thourhts about the “special economis 
assistance" programs 


1. The language in the authorization bills is the same in both 
the Senate and iiouse, except that the House inserted a provision requir 
ing any special economic assistance to India and Pakistan to be condi-~ 
tioned on assurances designed to contribute toward solving their mutual 
problems in cooperation with each other. The lancuage of tho House bill 
is enclosed. ‘I'he amounts of money are the same in each bill, and this 
condition wil) be the only point of differonce for resolution in con= 
ference. The appropriation committee may, of course, change the amounts. 


2+ When the bills wore being drafted, we oririnally provided that 
the money could be used on such terms and conditions as the President 
might specify, but that the applicable provisions of the AID (except 
the provisions relating to the purpose for which assistance may be 
given) would apply. This latter provision was included for the purpose 
of incorporating by reference the administrative provisions Congress 
usually insists upon writing into a bill, and for the purpose of anti= 
cipating an objection that a request with no reference to administrative 
provisions and restrictions is 2 request for too moh discretionary 
powers ‘the ATD contains all the administrative provisions necessary 
for the administration of the program, and no restrictions that need 
interfere with the proposed activities if the purpose for which aid my 
be given is made inapplicable.

During the course of drafting the bills, this language was 
broadened to make applicable to the expenditure of special economic 
assistance funds the applicable provisions of either the AID (except 
purpose) or Section 508(b)(8), which refers to the surviving provisions 
of the EC Act. The intention was to give complete freedom to the new 
Foreign Operations Administration in the choice of administrative 
devices, Inasmuch as the internal organization of POA has not yet been 
determined, the actual plans for administering the special economic 
assistance program are likewise undetermined. liowover, we are proceed 
ing upon the assumption thet the special economic assistance program 
will be administered by the same staff that administers the Point 4 
program and that the rolationship between the special economic assis- 
tance and the Point 4 program will not be materially changede 


3e Only tentative discussions have been held with the ADS and 
NEADS staffs, but the following are some tentative judgments: 


(a) The special eccmomic assistance program should be 
administered under the provisions of the AID (except purpose) 
rather than Section 503. ‘The AID contains fewer restrictions 
than Section 603, and all the sffirmative powers granted in 
Seotion 603 are probably included in the AID. The present 
relief and resettlement program in Israel, which is not under 
Section 503, indicates that none of the provisions of 
Section 503 is needed. 


(b) Projeot or program agreements used as the basis for 
specis.l economic assistence should carefully distinguish 
between special economic assistance and Point 4, The deci- 
sion to seek a separate legislative authorization for special 
economic assistance and to justify it separately frou Point 4 
makes it important to keep the prograns separate on paper 
also in order that « proper accounting oan be more readily 
made for the funds. ‘his separation need not detract from a 
Close practical tie between the two programs because Congress 
has been told that special economic assistance is intended to 
supplement Point 4 and to make it possible for the under+ 
developed country to develop its economic resources more 
rapidly than would be possible under © technical cooperation 
program alones 


(@) In India, Pakistan, Iran and Ugypt, whenever a 
special economic assistance project fells within a field of 
setivity covered by a Point 4 program agroement a special 
economic assistance project agreement might be oxeouted under

the provisions of the Point 4 program agreement, thereby 
taking advantage of the general provisions of the Point 4 
agreement (customs, anti-attachment, section 511, assurances, 
ete.) and the administrative provisions relating to adminis- 
tration and control, However, by making the special economic 
assistance program agreement a separate document from other 
Point 4 project agreements, the distinction between the two 
oan be maintained while their inter-relutionship can be 
indicated by the descriptions of the work to be dones 


Whenever a special economic assistance project falls 
outside the fields of activity covered by Point 4 program 
agreements in the country, it might be covered by & separate 
project agreement under the Point 4 General Agreement for the 
country and the extent to which provision would be made for 
joint planning, financing, and administration would depend 
upon the nature of the project and the wishes of the host 
governnent. For example, a straight "budget support" project 
for Iran, if approved, might involve no need for joint 
administration, while « project for the development of the 
Jorden River might require a high degree of joint adninistra- 
tions 


(4) in Israel, the present relief and resettlement 
program agreement may well be sufficient for the special 
economic assistance prograns 


(e) In the Arab States, the general nature of the 
agreements will depend upon the nature of the program, and 
the terms of the program are not definite enough to permit 
judgment nowe 

(f) Funds for special economic assistance could be 
obligated either by separate supplements to the Point 4 pro- 
gram agreements if they are obligating doownents, or by 
individual project ugreomentse 


4e The foregoing comments sre tentative and your suggestions or 
expressions of opinion will be most welcomes

This is a partial reply to your letter of June 1 to Si 
reference the Gizan project. 


Until Congress acts upon the appropriation bills for FY54 
no one knows the amount of money available for the many programs 
under TCA. I agree em until we are able to finance the programs 
for which we are committed under the Various agreements, that under 
the regular program,we cannot undertake any additional projects. 


There is another way that such a project could be undertaken, 
that of the grant aid funds, mentioned in paragraph 2 of NE's 
telegram #641. Ambassador Hare in Embassy's Despatch #387, dated 
June 18, 1953, has recommended consideration of three projects, 
the expanded ground water development, the Gizan harbor and the 
Abha dame 


While the administrative procedure has not been developed 
as to procedure and methodslooking toward selection and approving 
projects under this program, I believe it would be time well spent 
if you would submit your thinking on the relative merit and cost 
of these projects. 


There is absolutely no indication here that any project under 
this program will be approved for Saudi, however, on the position 
side the possibility has not been ruled oute

I have your letter of June 3rd in regard to the responsibilities of 
TCA and IIA and enclosing your draft instruction on this subject. We are 
in accord with the suggestions in the draft--in fact, we are operating 
substantially as suggested. We hope that this can be continued. 


Mr. John Wilson and Mr. John Sewall spend a considerable amount of 
their time working directly with GOI, and the rest of their time is largely 
devoted to production of material tied in directly with thé: TCA.program. 
They have emphasized the preparation of prototype audio-visual material. 
Mr. McPherson has been engaged largely in giving technical advice and help 
to GOI officials in the preparation of publicity about the TCA program; in 
supplying USIS with information on TCA/India's program -- 


(item 4.2 c-l. Supplying USIS with full and accurate infor- 
mation on TCA's country programs. ); 


and in preparing direct reports to TCA/Washington on the conditions and 
developments relating to the Point Four program and relating to our tech- 
nicians and their activities -- 


(item 4.2 c=. Adequately informing the American people about 
the Point 4 program by direct reports through the Director of 
Technical Cooperation to TCA/Washington on conditions and de- 
velopments in cooperating countries relating to the Point 4 
program and all activities and achievements of the program. ). 


We have agreed with the GOI that they should give publicity to signing 
of project agreements and other matters relating to the TCA program in India. 
We have found they need technical help in these activities. 


Mr. McPherson's work deals with the program as a whole and requires 
intimate knowledge of what we are doing across the board. He is not res- 
ponsible for publicity on TCA. He is responsible for seeing that full and 
accurate information on our technical programs is supplied to whatever U.S. 
information agency may from time to time be handling press releases. In 
the TCA/India organization chart, which is practically in its final form, 

Mr. McPherson is designated Program Relations Adviser. This title emphasizes

| We could only assume that your request for permission to sign was 
your certification of the availability of unobligated funds, TOA/W 
proceeded, on the basis of your request, to recruit a Public Health 
Nurse and, based on correspondence from you, indicating that this 
project would be signed upon receipt of our approval and allotment 
of funds for the Quarantine Station Project, accepted the assignment 
of Wiss Potter without country clearance. We were faced with the 
problem of accepting Miss Potter for the Saudi program by July 1 
or losing her services to another country program, We expected you 
to sign the Maternal and Child Health Project agreement and while 
assigning her to the Saudi program effective July 1 have, until 
you obtain country clearance, detailed her to Iraq for a period 
not to exceed 60 days. Every effort will be made to make funds 
available in FY54 for this project agreement. 








In the meating with the Saudi Arabian Secretary General of 
the Ministry of Health held on December 14, 1952, Ur. Fryer 
suggested a UeS, contribution to the Vaccine laboratory Project 
in an amount not to exceed $25,000. In our letter dated

lr. Westphal had received certain informtion concerning the FY 1953 proe 
grams including the FY 1953 program authorizations, the financial report, and 
photostats of personnel status as of December $1. In addition, he lad received 
replies to a series of questions based upon the examination of those mterials. 
He is attompting to familiarize himself with the FY 1953 program as & basis for 
a report to the Comittee, as background for forthcoming hearings on the FY 1954 
program. ‘The discussion opened with a general review of the long term magnitude 
of the NEADS program. ifr. Maes showed Mir. \lestphal a chart illustrating the 
general pattern of appropriations and expenditures for a program of this type, 
showing that during the initial planning period expenditures lag behind obliga- 
tions and appropriations, This is followed by @ second phase, analogous to a 
"tooling up" period during which expenditures for survoys, capital item, such 
as schools, health center buildings and equipment, extension offices, otc., 
required to set up programs at the initial stage, tale place. ‘the expenditures 
for these facilities usually liquidate the preceding year's obligations, and 
probably exceed the current year's appropriations. ‘The progrems in the MUADS 
area are now entering this phase of development. ‘the programs then will enter 
a third phase during wiich they will tend to level, then taper off, and flatten 
to @ longer term lovel, during which annual expenditures will be approximtely 
equal to appropriations, estimated in the NEAUS region to be from $55 to $45 
million per year. 


Me Westphal requested information concerning the programming end program 
authorisation process, which 4r. ies outlined as follows:

It was also explained that the comtries prepere estimates for the succeed 
ing fiscal year, as @ projection of the current fiscal year's program, which 
materials are then used in preparing initial budget presentations to Bureau of 
the Budget. This mteris] is subsequently revised by the camtry staffs for 
submission to Congress in justification of Bureau marke 


Mr. Westphal had noted in one of the reports (possibly the leekly Roundup) 
in November, that Iran was complaining that they had not yet received its FY 1963 
moneys le was concerned about the length of time which wae involved in making 
the funds available and inquired whether there was 4 similar cacern in other 
camtries. He was informed that most of the countries had expressed concern 
about the time involved. Ile noted that the Iren program authorization was signed 
by the Deputy Administrator on October 7, but funds had not become available 
until about seven weeks later. It was pointed out that in FY 1955 the existence 
in a number of the countries of substantial obligated but unspent funds had pre» 
vented this fron becoming a serious problem in this fisoal year, but that it would 
be different in succeeding years, when the time involved could cause operating 
difficulties. ir. Westphal inquired whether the delays were chargeable to any 
specific step in the processing, and whether we should suggest elimination of 
any of the reviews. ‘ie made no recomendations on this point but oxplained that 
each of the successive reviews took some two weeks, and tat the total process 
takes a rather long time 


Mrs Wostpheal requested clarification as to moans of acquisition of local 
currency. Points mde in this discussion were: 


Counterpart funds were engendered in the case of Israel and Jorden 
under the FY 1952 program; there are no similar operations in FY 1968, 
Looal currencies have been obtained from FY 1952 funds by sale of com- 
modities end by student aid in the case of Iran. Sinilarly, fron 
FY 1963 funds, local currency in the amount of $4,000,000 will be 
obtained; $15$00,000 through the introduction of commodities and the 
reminder by direct purchase. In other countries also local currencies 
are acquired by direct purchases 


There was discussion of the development of cooperative relationships, on 
which we had reported in response to a recent series of questionse Mr. 
inquired about the Jordan "fair share" mechoniom. It wee explained that this 
agreement, reached jointly between J. 5. and Jordan offioiele was of an 
in terms of Jorden's )imited financial resources, that the U. 8» 
and Jordan officials had jointly arreed thet the U. 8. should not release cere

Westphal observed that the 
Comnittee members have studied, understand, and are friendly to the “Servicio” as

development of organizational relationships. It was also pointed out that the 
"Servicio" does not necessarily take  wniform pattern, but that there may be 
various combinations of (1) organizational arrangements and (2) financial 
arrangements in joint relationships, Mr. Westphal suggested as his personal 
opinion end not necessarily that ofethe comaittee that it would be a good idea 
in the condensed statement to develop the point of "cooperative relationships 
with other countries." 


Mr. Vestphal commented on Ambassador Locke's resignation end the Department's 
apparent disinclination to appoint a suocessor, and inquired about our interpre- 
tation of the significance of the developments, if ary. We did not know the 
answer, but we explained that at the time of the initiation of the Point 4 proe 
gram in the liear Bact there had been two points of view regerding the approach 
in setting up the U. S. cooperative programs related to the economic development 
problems of the aroa, One view wes that they should be set up on a regional 
basis. ‘he other was that national cooperative programs should be developed 
first, that the comtries are unwilling to eubark on regional programs as long 
as they have lack of confidence in their own technical resources and that a 
sound national tecimical cooperation program is a prerequisite to a regional 
approach. ‘The latter view eventually was accepted, but in the meantime the post 
of Ambassador was created as a sort of coordinating functim. In our opinion it 
had not worked well--possibly because it was premturee 


Mr» Westphal has been supplied with copies of the “condensed statement" for 
FY 1954, revised to apply to the FY 1953 progreme ‘hese wore provided in 
response to his request for statements of the progrems wiich included som refe 
erence to accomplishments. The full Iran statement was not ready at the time, go 
that the iran submission consisted only of a statement of sccomlishments. 
Mrs Westphal requested, in addition, a list of program and project agreements, 
which we promised to supply him within the next two days. 


Mrs Westphal inguired why Saudi Arabia had utilized a Memorandua of Undere 
standing rather than program and project agreements. It was explained that it 
was probably because of Saudi Arabia's suspicion of complicated agrooments, ete, 
with the preference of the Saudi Arabian Government to rely upon the simplest 
kind of agreerent, rathor than a legal agroenent had necessitated use of a Memoe 
randum of Understanding device. 


Mr. Westphal inquired whether use had been made of Nationals of comtries 
in the region as technicians in other countries. fie wis informed thet Libya had 
made rather extensive use of technicians from other Middle Sast countries, espee 
oially Palestinians, and that we were symathetic to an expansion of this prase 
tice, although it was pointed out that the basic problem is to develop local

Mr. Westphal inquired regarding the change in the Lebanon programe The 
prowl of this problem was outlined to him, culminating the signing of project 

in January. Mr. Westphal suggested the usefulness of information on 
political or economic problems of this type in our statements. 


Mr. Westphal observed that, from the photostet list of technicians, we 
appear to have a surprisingly large number of program direction personnel, which 
does not square with the numbers that are shown in the program authorizations. 

It was explained that the flexline lists are based upon breakdown by agencies, 
without specific tying to fields of activity. Most prorram direction people 
appear in the list as employed by TCA, and it is therefore assumed that all 
persons employed by TOA in the country staffs are ipso facto Program Direotion 
personnel. ‘This is not correct. It might be desirable to breakdown the flexline 
by field of activity and within the fields of activity by azencies, in order to 
avoid this impression in the future. 


Mr. Westphal said he had read the program authorization material with a 
great deal of interest. In some instances he was disconcerted by the fact that 
the programs as described appear to be dealing with all problems of the country. 
It left the impression that we were assuming responsibility for every phase of 
development. He felt that the Comnittee would be better impressed if our country 
programs would concentrate their operations in a few key aresse lie felt that 
there was evidence of « tendency of a“shotgun" approaches

Under separate cover you have been sent copies of the President's 
Message to Congress with plans for reorganizing the government's 
overseas information services and the foreign aid programs, and the 
Executive Order transferring TCA from the Department of State to the 
Director for Mutual Security. 


I wish to call your attention to Paragraph 2, Page 3 of the 
covering Message to Congress: 


"Reorganization Plan No. 8 establishes a new agency -- 
the United States Information Agency -= for the conduct of 
our information programs. These include, with certain limited 
exceptions, four programs: the information activities now 
administered by the International Information Administration 
of the Department of State; the information programs financed 
in connection with government in occupied areas; the information 
program of the Mutual Security Agency; and the Technical 
Cooperation Administration information program, The first 
three of these programs would be shifted by Reorganization Plan 
No. 8, while the last would be reassigned by executive order," 


and to Section 2(b) of Reorganization Plan No. & referring to transfer 
of information functions: , 


"(b) Exclusive of so mich thereof as is an integral part 
of economic or technical assistance programs. . ."

You've hed a long siege as Acting Country Director, and the chair of 
Acting Director is never comfortable, It has not been fair to you, and 
it has not been fair to the Mission. I know this and feel badly about 
the apparent neglect. However, fortunately, the neglect is more apparent 
than real, because a genuine effort has been made to find the right man 
for the Saudi job. We have felt that we should find someone not only who 
has a good administrative background with a balance of tact and diplomacy, 
but also someone who comes from the desert who has a broad background in 
agriculture and engineering with an understanding of the place of the 
social sciences in economic development. I suppose we have been looking 
for the perfect man, but the importance of Saudi to the United states has 
persuaded us that we should wait rather than to hurry into an appointment, 
even though waiting means an injustice to you. 


The fact that you haven't been asked to take the job permanently is 
a compliment to your extraordinary technical competence, The Department 
has felt that you should be permitted to spend full time on the Saudi 
customs problem and that to relieve you of this would do a disservice to 
the importance of customs reorganization. 


I have called your son and namesake twice but each time got no answer e

Our Industry and Commerce Branch has received for review a proposal 
from outside sources involving the setting up of what might be generally 
characterized as an International Equipment Finance Company. A copy of 
this is enclosed, The proposal in our thinking might well provide an 
opportunity for private financing once all aspects were carefully con- 
sidered, It also could make a real contribution to economic development, 


Such a venture would have the advantage of providing a private channel 
to underdeveloped countries for the flow of that technical knowledge re- 
quired for the maintenance of the equipment leased or sold on a long term 
basis, There might also be involved, once the subject was carefully developed, 
the making available of managerial know-how which of course is very important, 
In actual operation a careful selection of opportunities in these countries 
might also insure a major impact on bettering the country's foreign exchange 
position by a selection of requests based on the likelihood of the products 
entering the export market, It is quite likely that funds made available 
for equipment could be guaranteed under the Mutual Security Act thus assuring 
currency conversion and protection against expropriation assuming the basic 
conditions were met, 


This letter is written to secure an expression of opinion from you 
relative to the existence of opportunities for such a business, particularly 
the identification of any industries now operating in your country which 
might be good prospects for such a proposal, ‘This will enable us to present 
more than just an idea to those who might be interested in setting up such a

On April 3, 1953, TCA/SA received approval to dgn a project agree= 
nent for the establishment of a maternal and child health clinic in Midda. 
This agreement called for the assignment of a chief public health nurse 
and $2500.00 per year for purchase of special demonstrational equipment. 
This project had the verbal approval of the Ministry of Health, However, 
on the advice of the Liaison Officer, the Saudis were not asked to sign 
this agreement before submit‘ing the quarantine station agreement for 
signing. 


On April 16, 1953, cable No, 588, TCA/SA was given permission to 
negotiate a project agreement for a laboratory for the manufacture of 
vaccines, At thot time TCA/W knew that the cost of equipment which the 
Saudis were asking for was estimated to be $85,000, 


The budget for 1954 proposed by TCA/W does not allow for any funds 
for the purchase of supplies and equipment, In view of this proposed 
budget, what are we to tell the Saudis when we renew our contacts after 
the signing of the quarantine station agreement? Shall the Saudis be 
told that these two agreements which were being negotiatdd and were about 
ready for signature can no longer be considered because of the lack of 
funds?
